since Woodrow Wilson and the most en 
gaging public personality of his time 
Though he continued 
to be a central 
figure in the Democratic party after his 
defeats for the presidency in 1952 and 1956, 
the former governor of Illinois was per­ 
sonally in politics more than he was of 
politics. 
His countrymen did not think of him 
primarily in a political context
